He immediately enlisted 
in the air* service and spent sev­ 
eral m onths training in Canada, 
with 
the British 
air forces and 
later at 
flying fields 
in Texas. 
where he completed 
the course 
and won his commision as lieuien 
I ant. 
Early in 1918 he went over 
‘seas with his squadron and soon 
was iii tile thick of the lighting, 
serving on all tile fronts in France. 
The Sedalian was participating in 
the Argonne fighting until the day 
his plane was shot down in flames, 
after being attacked by 18 C er­ 
im an machines. 
Lieutenant David­ 
son received a wound in the leg, 
just above the ankle, which put 
j him out of action for the rem ain­ 
ing few days of the war.
